A hoartrending story came from across

day .

crashed and a member of the crew

The foregoing incident was a tragedy of 
war. Yet it differs from similar incidents 
that happen regularly in peacetime only

who die by fire in this country every y ear 
do it the hard way . They

“ By the w ay I c a ptu re d tw o 
Je r rie s this m orning. I w as pu t

tw o of the m cam e ou t. T hey w e re 
the first ones I ca ptu re d and did 
I w ork on them ! 
“ 1 can tell you now I have spent 
fou r m on ths 
of 
living 
hell.

w eighed 218 pou nd s w hen I w as 
c a ptu re d a nd I now 
w eigh 
167. 
H u t d on ’t w orry, as the y are fly­ 
ing food to u s. 
“ C hristm as day I w as on a G e r ­ 
m a n b ox c a r and w e w ere b om b ed 
b y ou r a ir force. Several of the 
b oys w e re killed. W e w ere on the 
ca r seven days w ithou t food or 
w a te r. 
“ G etting b ack to b ring lib e ra t­ 
ed -w he n the Je rrie s fou nd ou t 
ou r forces w e re com ing they took 
us ou t in the rain a n d tried to 
m a rc h u s 
into 
sou th 
G erm an y. 
T he b oys w ere so w eak they fell 
d ow n an d cou ld n ’t m a k e it. W e 
c a rrie d som e of them b ack. T hey 
shot one b u t b y the tu ne w e w ere 
re a d y to Mart ou r forces cam e and 
got u s. 
“ W hen the first A m erican e n ­ 
te re d cam p, w e carried him for 
tw o hou rs, celeb rating. 
“ 1 cou ld tell you a lot of things 
tha t you 
cou ld n ’t 
b elieve, 
b u t 
d on 't w a n t to w orry you now, b u t 
w ill tell you all ab ou t it w hen 1 
com e hom e— and 
that 
w on ’t b e 
Jong now ."
